To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratford, County of Coos, 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in 
said village of North Stratford, on Tuesday the 13th day of 
March, 1956, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To elect a clerk for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect two auditors. for the ensuing 
vear, or to see if the town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting, and to make an appropriation to 
cover the cost of same. 


ARTICLE 3. To elect a treasurer for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 4. To elect one selectman for three years. 
ARTICLE 5. To-elect all other town officers. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to continue 
the services of the Public Health Nurse, and raise money 
for same. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate $50.00 toward Blister Rust Control. This amount to 
be set aside for future use. 


ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for building and repairing highways and 
kridges; and for town maintenance. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise 
$110.37 for Town Road Aid, thereby obtaining from the 
state the sum of $735.83 to be expended on Class 1V and V 
highways. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise 
money to clean and repair the sidewalk leading from Roger 
Hunt’s to Chapple’s store; also to repair sidewalk at Strat- 
ford Hollow. 


ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the following: Libraries; Memorial Day; 
Skating Rinks; Sewers; Street Lighting; Cemeteries; Re- 
tirement of Long Term Notes; Interest; Insurance; Person- 
al Bonds and any other money for the town. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to discon- 
tinue the road in East Stratford, leading from the George 
Shedd land to the Elmer Egan road subject to gates and 
bars. 


ARTICLE 138. To see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the selectmen to advertise for sealed bids on any prop- 
erty acquired by the town through tax collector’s deeds, with 
the right to accept or reject all bids. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the voters will authorize the

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS — 1955-1956 


To the School Board and Citizens of Stratford: 


Once again it is time for the annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools in Stratford. During the past year non- 
academic problems seems to have taken more time than 
those pertaining to the school program. 

At the close of school we lost some good teachers but 
excellent replacements were found and classes have moved 
forward with efficiency and dispatch. In tests given at both 
elementary and secondary level our young people showed an 
average equal or above both the State and National norms. 
Extra curricular activities have included instrumental music, 
glee club, public speaking, and dramatics as well as the 
usual sports program. 

The P.T.A. has been most interested and helpful in 
these activities and the enthusiastic support of its members 
has done much to make them successful. 

At the beginning of the present school year objection 
of the parents to a proposed consolidation plan whereby it 
was planned to increase the number of pupils at Stratford 
Hollow made it necessary to employ an additional teacher at 
North Stratford. Present enrollment of tuition students 
show an actual income of slightly over $6,000.00 instead of 
the. $7,000.00 anticipated in the budget. Moreover, an ad- 
justment in the cost of retirement assessment increased the 
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district’s share by some $400.00. The School Board estimates 
that the foregoing items will cause a deficit of approximately 
$4,000.00. An article is included in the Warrant to cover 
this deficiency. 

Financial affairs of the district are in excellent balance 
other than the above. Thanks to State Aid in the amount of 
$38,038,72 and the then anticipated income from tuition the 
Tax Commission in June set the amount to be raised by local 
taxation as $19,670.92. This amount was roughly $20,000.00 
less than the amount included in the budget figures of last 
year’s report. We have been assured by the State Depart- 
ment of Education that the $38,038.72 figure will be avail- 
able for the coming year. The School Board has been cau- 
tioned on several occasions that the primary purpose of the 
General Court in setting up the State School Aid was not 
the lowering of the taxes although the action of the Tax 
Commission achieved that end. The primary purpose of 
State School Aid is to make possible better schools for your 
children. 

A grade placement chart shows that we have approxi- 
mately the same number in school this year as last. Reports 
from our tuition towns show that tuition income will not be 
as much as this year. Budget figures are based on the 
same arrangements of classes for next year with a slight in- 
crease granted to the teachers. 

Teachers are still in short supply and we are fortunate 
to have such dependable incumbents in our positions. Pro- 
fessional relations are pleasant and we have hearty cooper- 
ation with the School Board and the homes. It is a pleasure 
to work in this school system. 

Thank you for this opportunity to report.
